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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment to claims 16 and 40 raises new 
issues for consideration. Applicant argues that no new issue is raised due to the fact that the amendment corrects an "obvious error in the 
claims." However, it is not obvious from the prior claimed amount of drill feed rate of 0.03 mm what applicant intended to claim. For 
example, the specification teaches two preferred embodiments of 0.05 mm or 0.3 mm feed rates, resapectively, neither of which are what 
was previously claimed. 

Applicant further argues that the Blechner reference teaches a pressing operation, which is mechanically different from the claiemd drilling 
process. H examienr agrees that a pressing using a machine tool is differerent from the claimed drilling. HOwever, Blechner as cited 
previously teaches that several machining processes can be used, such as reaming, and is not limited to the embodiment described by 
applicant. The examiner also agrees that Blechner does not teach the claimed machining parameters of feed rate peripheral velocity with 
respect to hardness. However, these parameters would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, for the reasons previously 
stated.
